OF 

ACCOUNTS 


I.— The  Club  House  shall  be  open  every  day 
for  the  reception  of  members  at  8  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  and  shall  be  closed  and  the  lights  ex- 
tinguished at  midnight. 

No  member  or  guest  shall  remain  in  the 
general  rooms  of  the  Club  after  this  hour,  unle«s 
specially  permitted  by  the  House  Committee. 

II. — Any  member,  at  his  own  expense,  may 
introduce  a  friend  or  friends  to  the  Club  House 
for  lunch  or  dinner,  but  such  visitor  shall  not 
have  the  privilege  of  playing  golf  unless  intro- 
duced under  rule  XII. 

The  names  of  such  visitors  must  always  be 
entered  in  the  Visitors  Book. 

Any  member  introducing  a  visitor  shall  be 
responsible  for  all  debts  such  visitor  may  incur 
to  the  Club  and  for  any  damage  done  by  him  to 
the  Ciub  property. 

III. — No  round  games  shall  be  allowed  nor 
dice  used  except  at  backgammon,  and  no  game 
of  cards  shall  be  played  in  the  bedrooms  of  the 
house. 

IV. — No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  bring  a 
dog  into  the  Club  House  or  grounds,  under  any 
pretence  whatever,  and  no  member  shall  ride  or 
drive  over  the  green. 

V.— The  use  of  bedrooms  and  dress'ng  rooms 
and  the  amount  to  be  paid  therefor,  and  all 
rules  regarding  them,  shall  be  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  House  Committee. 

VI. — Any  complaint  regarding  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Club  House  shall  be  entered  in  the 
Complaint  Book  and  singed  by  the  member 
complaining.  Complaints  shall  be  dealt  with 
by  the  House  Committee  at  the  first  meeting 
held  thereafter. 

VII. — Members'  accounts  shall  be  mailed  to 
them  at  the  beginning  of  each  month. 

The  House  Committee  shall,  on  the  20th  day 
of  each  month,  cause  to  be  posted  on  the  notice 
board  of  the  Club  House,  the  names  of  members 
in  arrears  for  the  previous  month,  for  an  amount 
exceeding  ten  dollars.  A  member  while  so 
posted  shall  not  receive  credit,  and  he  may  be 
suspended  or  expelled  from  the  Club  for  non- 
payment of  his  accounts,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  Directors.
